SATISFACTION 


ON JAPAN'S PART 


CAUSES CONCERN 


Washington, June 4. — The state- 


ment coming from Tokio to the effect 
that uneasiness existed there on ac- 
count of dissatisfaction on the part 
of the Japanese officials at the atti- 
tude in America in relation to the 
San Francisco troubles, caused some 
concern in official circles here. What 
has caused the reported change of 
teeliug at Tokio is a puzzle to official : 
"U ashington, because it 
cannot 
be 


learned that there h'as been any recent 
exchanges between the tv/o govern- 
ments relative to the treatment of the 
Japanese in San Francisco. The at- 
tacks upon Japanese restaurants and 
bath houses are still under investiga- 
tion by the national government, as 
well as by state authorities in Cali- 
fornia, and when th'at inquiry is con- 
cluded doubtless 'the Japanese gov- 
ernment will be informed of the re- 
sult, and if necessary a proper expres- 
sion of regiet w"llj be made.

Paris, June i — Seamen on strike at 


the \anous poits in France and the 
colonies aie expected to return 
to 


work as a result ot the conference 
held here between the strikers' repre- 
sentatives and the 
government of- 


ficials. 
Captain Lapeyre, one of the 


strikeis' delegates, informed Minister 
of Marine Thomson that 
the 
strike 


committee, now in this city, had tele- 
graphed the following message to all 
ports: 'The delegates have been in con- 
feience with the minister of^marine 
and the naval committee of the cham- 
ber of deputies. The minister 
has 


abandoned the prosecution or desert- 
ers and he has lequested the naviga- 
tion companies to leinstate all officers 
and men. The members of the naval 
committee assured the delegates that 
M. Thomson's proposition in the mat- 
ter of pensions would be improved. 
The delegates thcrelore unanimously 
propose that the strike cease." 


In the COUISP of his conference with 


the strikers' delegates M. Thomson de- 
elated it was impossible to accede to 
their dpmands. He said, however, that 
any proposition would be considered 
if the strikers letuined to duty im- 
mediately in which case no punish- 
ment would be meted out and the ship- 
o-nners would be requested to retain 
both officers and men in their former 
positions. The minister's firm stand 
and his promise that no 
penalties 


would be inflicted, apparently convinc- 
ed the stnkeis that it would be wiser 
to accept the government's 
proposi- 


tion to increase the pensions of sea- 
men from ?40 80 to $72 and of officers 
from $156 to ?200 a year than to con- 
tinue to paralyze commerce and thus 
entirely alienate the sympathy of the 
public, which already has been great- 
ly strained. The only possibility of a 
hitch appears to be that the 
men 


might decline to follow the advice of 
their delegates, but persons who are 
well informed regard this as unlikely. 


A dispatch from Havre says:

stnkeis held a meeting here after the 
receipt of the message from the dele- 
gates in Paris advising the men to 
resume work
